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Notes on Election Day 
2020 in Hartford

I spoke with Assistant Town Clerk Eric 
Lusa, and Registrar of Voters Giselle 
Feliciano to get an update on their progress 
as November 3rd draws near. Because the 
Town Clerk’s office is a polling location, 
you can request the ballot there, fill it out, 
and drop it off all at the same time. The last 
day you can get an absentee ballot is 
Monday, November 2nd. As of Monday, 
October 26th 11,096 absentee ballots were 
mailed out and 6,736 have been returned. In 
previous presidential elections, the city has 
typically received about 3,000 absentee bal- 
lots. Eric Lusa told me that there will be 
tents set up in Burr Mall to handle Election 
Day registrations. They’Il be using encrypt- 
ed Wi-Fi. 

The Registrar of Voters Office is also 
gearing up for Election Day. I asked what 
voters should expect when they arrive at 
their polling places. People are being asked 
to wear a mask. She told me that the line 
into the building will require people to 
stand six feet apart, and once they enter the

That’s a line from a letter my mother in Springfield 
wrote to my father in Hartford on October 24th, 
1940, ten days before their wedding. They would be 
honeymooning in New York City on election day, 
and my mom—about to cast her first vote at age 24— 
was a registered Republican. Dad was a Democrat 
and would vote for Roosevelt, just as he had in 1932 
and 1936, and would again in 1944. And so 
it would go through their 51 years of 
marriage. They were political 
opposites but it never disrupt- ce 
ed the harmony of their > 
union. The important 
thing was that they &s 
always voted in every A

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city, state, and nation- 
al election, and 
instilled in my broth- 
ers and I that we had 
a duty to do the same. 
My first election 
memory is from the 
spring of 1956. I was in 
kindergarten at the old 
New Park Avenue School 
and my mother had taken to 
wearing a button pinned to her 
coat that read “I Like Ike”, showing 
the smiling face of a bald guy who the 5- 
year-old me knew was the President of the United 
States. When I turned 10 in 1960, like every other 
Sth-grade kid I knew, I was for Kennedy. He was 
younger (Mom’s age), had a nice head of hair, and 
was not as scary-looking as the glowering Nixon. But 
true to form Vi wore a Nixon button then, and again 
in 1968 and 1972. In 1964 she was for Goldwater vs. 
Johnson. I wore her button on Halloween that year, 
the last time I went trick-or-treating, as a joke, think- 
ing it would be good for a few laughs. Some random 
teenager took offense when he saw it on me, raised 
his leg, and actually kicked it; he was very agile. 
Between 1968 and 1972, my coming of age years, the 
world basically exploded: assassinations, the 
Vietnam War, black power, women’s liberation, 
Woodstock, drugs, and J. Edgar Hoover vs. the pro- 
testers.

There has been a lot of media coverage this year on the impact of the 
COVID-19 pandemic on domestic violence and how the conditions of 
quarantine and isolation create perfect opportunities for abusers that result 
in an enormous demand for the lifesaving work done by agencies like 
Interval House. We are grateful for any light that 1s shone on this issue. 

In Hartford, we are seeing an astonishing rise in the number of victims 
seeking our help. Since April, we have managed a 54% increase in contacts 
(incoming and outgoing calls with victims) compared to the same period 
last year. We also have seen a 24% surge in the number of individual clients 
with whom we are now working. Our advocates who work directly with 
law enforcement are reaching out to nearly 100 women a month who are at 
high risk for homicide—women who are in trapped at home with abusers 
and who are being beaten with ever-escalating violence. In these situations, 
there is no option for delay. Our response must be immediate, or we risk 
losing a victim. 

The skyrocketing requests for emergency shelter are almost overwhelm- 
ing. Our Safe House has been over capacity all year, protecting women and 
children fleeing dangerous situations who have nowhere else to go. The 
demand has been so staggering, we have resorted to placing victims and 
their families in hotels at an unprecedented rate. Since April we have pro- 
vided more than 900 bed nights to more than 60 adults and children in 
hotels—an unbudgeted cost of nearly $70,000. We do not always know 
how we’re going to pay the bills but whatever the cost, we have not and will 
not turn anyone away who needs safe shelter. It is what we do. 

I am so proud of the extraordinary efforts our team has made throughout 
the pandemic. Our small group of essential workers—our advocates—have 
remained on the front lines in the Safe House, Hotline and Courts, and have 
made remarkable strides in meeting the soaring need for our services. Every 
day, without fail, they are helping victims who are scared, newly homeless, 
traumatized, and who may have nowhere—and no one—else to turn to. 

As we close out Domestic Violence Awareness Month this October, I 
would ask your readers two things. First, that if they or someone they know 
needs help, to call our 24/7 hotline at 888-774-2900. Second, for your read- 
ers who are in a position to help, to consider helping us close our fundrais- 
ing gap this month at www.intervalhousect.org/donate. With the support of 
our community, we will continue to save lives, give a voice, and change the 
future.

The official checkers will 
have plastic shields that have slots 
for you to pass identification doc- 
umentation through. You will be 
given a folder with your ballot 
inside, as usual, and they will be 
handing out golf pencils, but you

can also bring your own pens— 
blue or black only. There will be 
fewer polling “booths” as they 
must be six feet apart. After you 
put your ballot into the ballot 
counter machine, there will be 
another sanitation station. 

The Registrar’s office has decid- 
ed not to pre-open the envelopes to 
ensure that there isn’t any confu- 
sion. They will have 40 specially- 
trained workers to assist on 
Election Day. Ms. Feliciano’s goal 
is to have all of the absentee ballots 
scanned and the unofficial report 
sent out by midnight. 

They will have to wait until after 
5 p.m. on Monday when the 
Secretary of State’s office closes 
before they can print the books of 
registered voters. Most likely, they 
won’t start the process of marking 
until after 8 p.m. on Monday night 
when the absentee ballots have 
been returned. Each polling loca- 
tion receives the official list of vot- 
ers for them to mark off when 
come in to vote. If you still have 
your absentee ballot on election 
day, you can drop it off at your 
polling place. 

What about the polling places? 
How will they be prepared? The 
day before the election every one of 
them will be disinfected using a 
chemical fogging solution. Using 
chemical disinfectants to clean the 
stations with a “fog” or mist is a 
method that is commonly used in 
the food industry. The same 
process will be used the day after 
the election. During the day, the 
bathrooms and eating areas will be 
routinely cleaned according to the 
COVID requirements set forth by 
the State of Connecticut. Workers 
will have their temperatures taken

This will most 
likely happen again, so additional 
workers have to be trained to 
ensure that they meet the staffing 
requirements.

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The City of Hartford Fall Leaf Collection 
Program is designed to allow residents to dispose 
of fallen leaves prior to the first heavy snowfall.

role that families and primary care- 
givers play (especially fathers, 
blended families, divorced families, 
primary care givers who are in sub- 
stance abuse recovery, and those 
families where parents are 
deceased.)
